I imagine we're still working 
against time and the sooner Mike gets his 
strenzth back, the socner he will be able 
to withstend these tests. 


It seems to me that Mike is so very 
much closer to God now. It's so natural 
and he's so content. He is wearing the 
green scapular end is fortified with numerous 
medals, all of which he must have. They 
tried to remove them so that they could Xray 
him but Mike wouldn't have that. He knows 
what counts! 


He was in critical condition for a few days 
after the operation, but now he wheels 
himself around the hospital corridors in a 
wheel chair, And soon he'll be home. We 
are very anxious for that day. We'll keep 
you posted of anything new.

I thank, you greatly and wish I were able to see you on 
Sundays as well; but/ E, into town - thru the traffic - always puts 
me in bed the next day. Cnly last week my doctor told me again that 
I simply must not go to bed or I won't be able to get up. (It's sort 
of hard to know what to do, In my heart though I feel quite sure that 
God ۵ kept me here for so long for me to serve Him by staying in 
bed. 


Father, 1 would like to ask a great favor of you. Will you, on Monday, 
July 15th (if rubric permit) say a very fervent Mass for the intentions 
and welfare of a non-Catholic? The circumstances are these: 


The girl's name is Betty Kippes (Mrs.Fred)to whom I have been giving 
religious instruction as a member of the Legion of Mary. 


She is married to a Catholic boy, twenty seven years of age, one of 
eight children. His religious faith was given a severe test when he 
was 16 years old and his mother committed suicide. He failed the test. 


Mrs.Kippes is the daughter of very devout and active Lutherans and has 
had extensive instruction. She feels a filial disobediance in taking my 
instructions even now, but her condition is one of desperation. 


She is pregnant with her seventh child. Three of her first six are 
mentally retarded. One of these three was drowned in their backyard 
swimming pool last June (1961). 


I have been going to her home and giving her instruction for many weeks. 
She was most cooperative and told me that she very much wanted to be 
convinced that ours is the true Faith, However, last week (and I'm 
afraid tomorrow too she will be the same - or worse) - she has been 

so totally preoccupied with her apprehension that I can't get through 
to her. 


Over the weeks I have grown to love her very much. She is a gallant 
little person and a very good one. But, like myself when I first coped 
with my problem, she can't realize that her Holy Innocents are a rare 
gift that God gives to those whom He really loves. 


She will enter the hospital on the 16th. for an elective Caesarian 
Section. She may also at that time instruct her obstetrician to render 
her incapable of another conception. (I've tried very had to convince her 
that is deliberate disobediance to God's will. One part of her mind 
agrees with me. Another part is terrified of having another exceptional 
baby. And my heart goes out to her in her trouble. )

The Feast of Saint Louis, 1962 


Reverend and dear Father, 


On Friday, August 24th, I was at your monastery with 
Sister Barbara Teresa, D.M.J., during her appointment with 
you. At that time I wanted to make an appointment to talk 
with you myself, but you were so very busy it did not seem 
an appropriate time. Therefore, I decided to write to you 

.and enable you to know a little about my reasons for ask- 
ing to see you. 


It is difficult to know where to begin unless it be 
at the beginning -- My life has been far from exemplary 
of virtue, yet there has been a near constant desire for 
the religious life buried very deeply. Each time I would 
commit a serious offence I would come out of it thinking 
it was another mark and reason why I could never enter the 
religious life. Despair of my faults and pride have been 
my constant downfalls. By God's grace and mercy i have 
finally realized, in such an infi'tesimal degree, liis Omni- 
potence -- that nothing is impossible if we trust Him. 


About two years ago was the probable beginning of my 
conversion. It began slowly with a pleading prayer to 
want to desire to remain in the state of Grace, Throughout 
my entire life My beloved Savior has been more than gen- 
erous time and time again -- He could have snatched my 
dead soul, but didn't, instead, He led me on,infusing a 
desire -- many desires which seemed manifestations of my 
pride to me and were perverted and crushed by my foolish- 
ness end despair. 工 was never able to take advantage of 
-His Graces until a recent time -- a result of asking Him 
"how", I have prayed more to grow in trust in Him, humil- 
ity within my soul, and above all, to know how to surrender 
my will totally. My willfulness is so greatl 


For over a year He has given me the precious gift of 
fervent prayer almost constantly. It bas grown to a point 
where my prayers are filled with sorrowful joy and accom- 
panied with much crying. It would be impossible to des- 
cribe in a letter, 1 cannot find words which fit it. I 
cen only say that I beg Him never to allow my fervor de 

wain, because I am so weak, I will despair again with, His 
Strength to uses 


The frustrations wrought by my prayers have made me realize 
what is meant when it is expressed that we are powerless, 
helpless and so VERY weak... He knows I am the weakest 

soul He has ever created, because He answers my prayers 

end the fervor returns. In His mercy He has preserved me 
from mortal sin. There is so much when seen in retrospect, 
that is no longer baffling. Through His wisdom He has 
made me see many things, especially my immaturity of emo- 
tion and spirit, my inability to face facts and liis will. 


Recently, since July 22nd, the day after my first 
general confession, I had, and have continued to have, 
interior experiences which I do not fully understand, I 
have been fearful that it is my very active imagination 
-- yet in another way I know that He has filled my soul 
with such lofty, tremendous and farreaching desires that 
He, in His bountiful mercy will show me the way. I am 
His most doubting creature so He must filch many consola- 
tions from me and put in their places spiritual joys un- 
bounded. He is, I know, sustaining my weakness, by hiding 
me in His Sacred Wounds. 


My greatest concern is that there is little or no 
regularity in my spiritual life. In retrospect again, I 
recognize that He has implanted a desire to the interior 
life which 1 have ignored with such audacity! 1 know also 
that my vocation has been sustained by Him because there 
is such weakness in me. He created me weak, gave me great 
desires, offered me grace and sanctity which i have refused 
so brazenly. 


In my unguided stupidity I have tried to avoid inducing 
anything myself. Not realizing until recently that I could 
not, even if I tried. That is the part which has me, in a 
way, confused, I have given up reading anything which 
might induce a psuedo-mystical atmosphere in my life -- yet 
He is almost constantly on my mind. When I have forgotten 
Him for a period, 1 feel very ashamed and find myself apol- 
ogizing and renewing my morning offering. My reason for 
giving up certain spiritual readings is because I found 
myself trying to identify my "symptoms" much like trying 
to diagnose a physical illness by reading a medical book» 
One might start out thinking one has tuberculosis and end 
up with all the symptoms of gall stones. 


These interior experiences have come at times when 
they have been completely spontaneous bringing a much needed, 
yet very temporary calm of soul. I say temporary because I 
again allow my anxiety to confuse me. This has occurred 
in bed at night -- waking me from sleep -- after Holy 
Communion and during Mass, to the point of where I become 
anxious for fear I am willfully distracting myself from 
the Holy Sacrifice; while doing household chores, and even 
while driving. My own prayers, as i have said, usually 


end in frustration in the realization of my own powerless- 
ness to cross that abyss that separates llim from me -- 

and realizing, with so much chagrin, how much 1 force Him 
to do, out of His infinite Love, because I am so ignorant 
of how to please Him properly. There is a way in which 1 
can please Him, He has asked, yet I still don't know what 
it is, 


Again, there are times when 1 am filled with doubts. 
Doubts not of Him, nor His attributes, but of my own sanity. 
Such a turbulent soul has dared invite Him to rest! At 
these times I am so convinced that this is all my imagina- 
tion -- yet during the experiences there is no shade of 
doubt deep within my soul; still my conscious mind is 
active! My poor Savior has such a time with me, Father! 

He asks for calm; for interior silence; for patience; for 
trust, above all; for abandonment of my senses. In my 
enormous stupidity of things spiritual I cannot give the 
proper attention to Him. In trying too hard I seem to 
defeat His grace. He is Patiencel During my doubts He 
patiently instills an infused spark of hope --He allows 

it to come almost imperceptibly, yet it is there. I know 
you understand my dilemna, reveénd Father. I knew it 
yesterday when Our Most Holy Redeemer blessed Sister Barbara 
Teresa and me through your priestly charity. 


Of all the improbable instruments lle has ever in all 
time chosen, none has been more impossible, nor difficult 
to Him, than my soull Every day that dawns, I make resol- 
utions, with every sun that sets, I have broken those re- 
solutions, committed constant and repeated faults; yet in 
the joy of my falling I can return to Him with another 
excuse for grace and repair of a tattered soul -- and I 
keep going back again and again. 


There are times when I think about these experiences 
and my pride looms before me -- then I nearly panic! Then 
I realize I am trying to do it myself -- I have dared to 
bring about false trust in myself. 


During our annual novena to Saint Anne, through whose 
powerful intercession my ulcerated eyes were brought to 
health some thirty years ago, and for which I have been so 
ungrateful as to reproach Almighty God -- saying if I 
were blind I would not have sinned! -- during this last 
novena I talked with one of the missionaries, a Redemptorist. 
He told me he looked for an evil element in these experiences 
and could find none. It was on his advice that I have sought 
the guidance of a religious priest. In one of my experiences 
I was infused with the thought that He is my Spiritual 
Director, the priest whom I shall find will be my confessor. 
I have talked with two priests, a Paulist and a Franciscan. 


Circumstances are such with both of them that they have 
told me they do not feel they could properly be of help, 
and the latter suggested that I put it out of my mind. 
This has, of course raised more doubts. God forgive me, 
reverend Father, if 1 am deceiving youl There are times 
when I doubt my own sincerity. 


Please forgive me if I have committed a breech of 
protocol in writing to you. Again, I am very ignorant 
in more than I like to admit. It is in my desparation 
that 1 ask for your assistance in this confusions of 
spirit. 


I should like to call your monastery on Monday, 
September 3. By then you should know if you feel it is 
worth talking with me and necessary. I have been praying 
for a number of years for some one who can give me some 
sound advice. 


May God continue to bless you, reverend Father.

Just the other day I received word from Mother telling me that you have 
regained your health completely, largely due to the intercession of our 
Saintly Founder, I'm so very happy to hear this because you have, indeed, 
dear Father, been his great advocator and most faithful servant.

The following day, I received a phone call from 
his wife and she was full of joy for her husband felt no pain at all in his 
throat, a riffing sensation in his ears that he had for eight months since 
his last operation stopped two hours after he applied the relic, He felt 
his strength coming back. Not being a doubting Thomas, I told them to in- 
tensify their prayers more and to have faith in St, Anthony. A week passed 
by and the doctors told him that his cancer cells were shrinking and noticed 
a considerable change in his health. He told them St. Anthony cured him, 

A year ago they told him he could never work again, and now, three days ago 
he met a board of doctors at the Veterans Hospital and they agreed that he 
sould work two or three days a week. I believe I told you the essentials 
Father and now you can see why I say that my prayers have been answered by 
our Saintly Founder, This man is truly spreading devotion to St, Anthony 
and ever since, I've made several contacts with people afflicted with the 
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same sickness. I was given the name of a newly ordained priest from Fargo, 
North Dakota stricken with throat cancer and I forwarded a third class relic 
and novena booklet and pamphlets to him immediately, Several times a week, 
during my recreation time, I walk over to Providence Hospital and visit the 
sick, especially those with cancer. Many of these patients have found much 
consolation in St. Anthony and I find bringing his devotion to them has been 
a great source of strength in my own vocation and an appreciation of it never 
before experienced, 


Today, I'm going to see a chinese boy, 10 years of age, dying with a brain 
tumor, I will apply the relic of our Founder and if its God's will he will 
make it. This young lad, his parents tell me, wanted to be a priest. He 

has been an alter boy for a few years and he is the brightest student in his 
flass. Also, a Christian Brother, 25 years of age, who was operated on last 
Saturday is critically ill although he doesn't know it, is dying with cancer. 
I'm starting him on a novena to St, Anthony, While I was visiting these 

two patients yesterday, a group of student nurses came in and I happened to have 
20 novena booklets and images of St. Anthony and The Immaculate Heart, I 
lectured to them for about 20 minutes about the devotioh to St, Anthony and, 
especially since they will be administering to the sick, he'd be a powerful 
Saint to know and to pray to. I had just enough material to give to each 

one and they were very enthusiastic about this new Saint, So, you see Father, 
I'm doing all I possibly can, in view of my limitations, with the hope that 

I too will have this great devotion to St. Anthony, in thanksgiving for the 
privilege of being his spiritual son, 


For 25 years, every week, I also have been working in a Federal Mental Hospi- 
tal working with young criminals committed by the courts, Most of these 

young fellows never knew what an understanding person was, so they tell me, 
until I came along. By good examphe, and dedication to my religious vows and 
life, I think this is the convinting factor for many of them now approaching 
the altar rail on Sundays. They could never imagine anyone to be interested in 
them because they were kicked around 311 their lives from one place to 
another a= this being the principle cause of their delinquency. 


So much could be said Father, but already I've burden you with too many details, 
Next June, God willing, will be the greatest day of my life - ordination to 

the holy priesthood, Please remember me in your good prayers Father that 

these next few months will be a good preparation for receiving this great 


dignity. 
Dad and Mother wrote and said they expect to visit you very soon. 


Wishing you, dear Father, continued spiritual success in your great apostolate 
and my prayers always,

I wanted you to know that poor James is again in the 
hospital (Veterans Administration Hospital, 13th & Harrison Sts., 
Oakland, California) Ward 3-E. A friend drove us both down 
there yesterday morning. He is in an extreme nervous state 
and his equilibrium has not been good for over a week, He 
was afraid the former condition was returning. They are 
concerned about his heart and also some stomach trouble, as 
he vomited up old blood. I believe a bad diet caused the 
vomiting as he had eaten too much of the wrong food that day 
it happened. But it was meant to be, I guess or else we never 
would rave discovered the trouble in the stomach. It may not 
be serious either. But he has been EE heart burn 
quite often. I hope to go down and see ia same 
time talk with his doctor if I can manage it. I will let vou 
know what they have to say. He is so unhappy as he has to be 
in the neurological ward at least until he is examined. 

I have some good news for you Father, and I am sorry I 
forgot to tell you about it before, but two of the Grutzmacher 
boys - the two in high school, are attending - and have been 
since last September - a Catholic high school in Stockton. 
They drive every day both ways - they will enroll the third 
boy as soon as he completes the Sth grade which may be this 
year -- I am not sure. You cannot imagine how much nappier 


the boys are now, and their whole personality has changed 


- matured - maybe the word is. But the parents still aren't 
attending Mass regularly - there is some problem the Father 


has. So, we all need vour prayers, Father. 


I had an urgent letter from a friend of mine mo is 
begzing for prayers as her husband - a good Catholic and even 
once a member of Tas Legion of Mary, has started divorce 
proceedings. He has always been so patient with her and very 
loyal - but suddenly something hapnened - he packed and left. 
She is praying that he will love her again. I guess he told 
ner ne didn't-any mors - from the tone of the letter- anyway - 
she said she hoped to revive his love and to pray for her 
intention. I am passing on her recuest to you, Father, as I

Dear Father Aloysius, 


I begin this letter with the hope that it may not be too long or 
confusing, but I suspect that this hepe will be vain. 


Mike had his heart catheterization March 8, The doctors explained 
that they found increased pressure which will endanger his chances, 
There was and still is some question as to whether the heart 
surgeons will take this risk. I visited with one of the surgeons 
yesterday. My decision has been made, even though this doctor 

was very frank about Mike's chances, But Bob isn't sure that the 
doctor's opinions about the necessity for this operation right now 
are accurate. Largely because we changed doctors at this crucial 
time, and because the doctors have been wrong in the past about 
Mike's chance for survival. We both are to see the doctor and 
discuss any questions next Monday afternoon. I was told that Mike 
may only have a few more years without an operation. But if they 
decide to operate, the risk will be about 50-50. In the first 
place, open heart surgery carries with it a high risk, and secondly, 
Mike is not in the physical condition to easily withstand any major 
surgery. But his condition is so-called irreversible. So what 
choice is there? It is a difficult decision for Bob, and we do 
need all the grace heaven can spare. Could you, Father, offer any 
advice? I realize it's our decision to make, but Bob needs consol- 
ation which I suspect I can't quite supply. 


I mentioned the possibility of coming to Los Angeles before his 
hospitalization and Bob agreed readily. We would like ycu to see 
Mike, and we need to see you. Unless his appointment ik cancelled, 
Mike will be admitted to Mercy hospital April 19, and another 
diagnostic procedure will be run, They will have the week-end to 
study the results of this test and then decide whether it is worth 
the risk. If so, they will operate Arril 25, keeping him in the 
hospital from the 19th. 


We have had many prayers offered on our behalf, not without effect, 
but I fear that I have benefited the most. I pray that Bob will 
find his peace in God's will, too.

It has been so hard to restrain writing to you, but do not want to add to your 
burden of mail which must be a great penance. However, we do want you to knew 
how very mich we appreciated your most welcome letter. It came at a most 
opportune time. Now that I have something wonderful to tell you, I just must

Our daughter, Mary Johanna, had a growth taken off the back of her leg about 

a month ago, just a small thing that looked like an infected insect bite, but 

it came right back and so the medical docter sent her to a surgeon to have a 

look at ite He immediately said it must be removed as he was worried about 

the looks of it and had her come on his day off to have it removed. He did it 

at the office as she begged off going to the hospital since she has the two small 
children at home and didn!t want to be away from fher that long. When the surgeon 
cut into it he wes more worried than ever and found it to be quite large and black 
and involving the muscles so he took a good size portion out in case it was 
Malignant. That was on a Thurdsay and we had to wait until Saturday afternoon 

to find out the results. Even though we were praying hará, we were still worried 
and what a relief to finé that it was negative, seemed to be a badly infected 
blood clot. So she has had an uncomfortable time in this hot weather but we are 
so thankful to God we just don!t know how to thank Him for his mercy to use It 
could have been so awfule We prayed to the Sacred Heart of Jesus, Blessed Mother, 
St. Anthony Claret, St. Agnes and St. Lawrence, plus a Novena to St. Anne. My, 
were we frightened, Ray even called you to ask your kind prayers, but you were not 
at home, They removed part of the stitches Monday and will take the deep ones out 
tomorrow. It seems to be healing nicely.

Just about one year ago I had a patient out there in St. Johns 
who was operated on and they found a very malignant cancer. There were altogether a 
group of eight doctors on the case and they feared that they had not struck the 
source of the tumor. However, the man, Mr.Percy House is getting along splendidly 
with no apparent recurrence. But each few months they bring him in for complete exe 
amination and literally fine-comb him. He is due for one in about two weeks again. 
His wife who is really a good person is an old alcoholic and gets wrought up over 
these periodical examinations. When he was still quite ill and she in a very upset 
frame of mind I gave them each a green scapular of Our Lady that you had blessed. 
I felt at the time that he did not have too much faith in it-probably looked upon 
it with superstition, but he took it but since has lost it. She still has hers and 
wears it all of the time. Now I should like to get two more blessed and I have en- 
closed them in an addressed envelope so that you can mail them right on to them 
after you bless them. Keep the other two for yourself. 


Sister Ann Raymond's brother had to undego some serious surgery 
while 1 was still in New Mexico and I let him have the crucifix for the entire time 
of his hospitalization. He had a stormy time but recovered fully. 


I sincerely hope that you are enjoying good health and are able 
tco continue your good work for the many you help. With every good wish and thank you 
for taking care of the scapulars for me.
